The president of the Notth Korean government gave a speech. 
over the radio, as reported by TASS, in which he gave the object of 
the operations’ of the Northern:-Korean troops. He pointed out that 
the Northern Korean government, after the attack of the Southern 
Korean units northward from the 38th parallely considered the 
Situation and immediately gave the order for de army to counter 
attack and defeat the enemy, The Northern Korean troops threw 
back the Southern Korean forces and advanced 10 to 15 kilometers 
south of the 36th parallel, occupying a series of cities and settle- 
ments, 


Kin Ir Sen further said that the object of this war was 
the liquidation of the Southern Korean puppet government of Sin 
Man Ri and the formation of: peoples committees in South Korea, 
The Korean people, he adced, were to defend the peoples democracy 
of Korea and its constitution; The Northern Korean troops, who 
are armed with modern weapons, are carrying out a war for the 
unification of all of Korea, Kin Ir Sén called the inhabitants 
of Northern Korea to put forth all their efforts in producing 
war necessities and to mdbilige all their forces in order to 
destroy the enemy. - ; ‘

HOSTILITIES IN KOREA CAUSE GRUAT CHANGES IN VORLD STOCK MARKETS 
London, June 27 

The commencement of hostilities in Korea have strongly 
influenced the stock exchanges throughout the world. While the 
value of stocks have decreased the commodity exchange noted jumps 
in the price of those articles which are included in the so-called 
strategic material and which sre receivod from Southeastern Asia, 
from countries such as Malaya, Indonesia, etc. In this way the 
price of rubber jumped in London, Singapore and New York, — The 
same is true of tin whose prices jumped on the stock exchange of 
New York and in London as-well, American commodity exchanges 
cee a jump in cereals, cxpecially wheat, corn, oats and soy 
eans, 


Yesterday at the London exchange stocks fell greatly, 
especially Japanese, German, ®ritish and Butch State bonds. 
A similar situation was noted in the Paris Stock exchange where, 
according to reports of the France ress agency, the worst day 


in a long time of stock trading was noted. Prices have’also m2 


gone down in the stock exchanges at Srussels, Amsterdam, Frankfort, 
Zuirch and Geneva,
